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ALLEGED ERROR IN 
BIBLICAL VERSION 
IS EXPLAINED

O long as newspapers are news- 

papers, they will set a higher 
value on sensation than on fact. The 
former makes more interesting read- 
ing. Of course, the striking bit of 
news may turn out to,be incorrect 
when the facts are Wetter known. 
When this happens, as it often does, 
the manner in which our dailies be- 
have divides them at once into two 
distinct classes. Some of them, guided 
by upright principles and a real re- 
spect for facts, will at once correct 
the mistaken report, and make the 
ieorrection as prominent as the origi- 
nal error. But papers of this type are 
unfortunately in the minority. The 
greater number will give themselves 
no trouble about the correction of their 
vwn errors, unless they have misrep- 
resented persons who are likely to call 
them to account. In this case a few 
lines of grudging retractation will 
appear in some obscure corner of the 
paper. On the other hand, if there is 
no one to demand redress for a dam- 
aged reputation, space will be 
wasted in correcting a mere mistake 
about facts, however important those 
facts may be in themselves. The false 
impression once created will be allow- 
ed to remain.

BIBLE HISTORY LESSON | 


In these first Bible History 
lessons on the New Testament. 
we are trying to interest you in 
the four great Evangelists: the 
four who wrote the four Gospels. 
Last week you studied about St. 
Matthew, who was an Apostle 
as well as an Evangelist. This 
week we shall tell you about St. 
Mark who was not an Apostle, 
but a disciple, or pupil, of St. 
Peter. 

Most of the students of the 
Bible tell us St. Mark founded 
the church of Alexandria, and 
ppescnas the Christian faith in 
izypt. He wrote the Gospel 
under the direction of St. Peter, 
and at the request of the Chris- 
tians of Rome. The Christians 
had heard St. Peter preach and 
win thousands of souls to the 


cause of Christ, and they want- 
‘ed to keep a copy of these ser- 


mons, so they asked St. Mark to 


write this Gospel. 


St. Jerome, the great student 
of the Bible. thinks St. Mark 
wrote in the Greek language, 
although from many words ~ 
used, he also knew the Hebrew 
tongue. As a disciple of St. 
Peter, he does not mention about 
St. Peter walking on the waters, 
nor of our Lord’s words of 
praise when St. Peter said to 
Him: “Thou art Christ, the Son 
of the Living God.” Yet Mark 
does mention about St. Peter 
denying our Lord thrice, the 
night before He suffered. This 
was due to the great humility of 
St. Peter who watched and ap- 
proved the writings of St. Mark. 

St. Mark wrote the Gospel 
about the year 43 of our Lord.
